Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amendment raises new issues that require further consideration and updated search. The 
proposed amendment "reduce or eliminate pain caused to a patient" is potential new matter. The specification supports avoiding or limiting 
pain to a patient, not reduction or elimination of existing pain. Also pain is disclosed to be limited compared to cylindrical implants, not a 
reduction in existing pain in the patient. It is noted that the same goes for the claimed "pressure points". Pressure points are not alleviated 
upon implantation, they are minimized as compared to cylindrical implants. Further, it is the flat crest width (non-sharpness) of the thread 
that is disclosed to be the cause of minimized pain compared to other implants. Thus, since the prior art applied has the flat threads, such 
configuration provides the inherent function of reduced pain compared to other implants. The amendment of "snugly" seemingly would 
overcome the 112 1st rejection of precise fit. However, "substantially" constant is still considered new matter by the examiner. The 
examiners position is believed to be adequately described in the final office action. Multiple rejections were made because each rejection 
covers a different claim grouping. 
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
